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Collectors' Comer 
Beatles Collector Finds Connection 
to His Idols 

By Kenneth J. Souza 

While the idea of a person who collects Beatles- 
related memorabilia might suggest someone who hoards 
stacks of first-edition vinyl records — you know, those 
black platters we used to purchase before CDs and iPods 
made them obsolete — or novelty items like mass-pro- 
duced dolls or magazine covers, longtime Beatles fan and 
collector Jim Cushman of Mattapoisett is decidedly differ- 
ent. 

For Jim, it's not just a matter of finding things 
with the Beatles name stamped all over them. Mr. Cush- 
man's collection is far more personal and meaningful to 
him and to the many fans of one of the most influential 
rock bands of the 20th century. He looks to find that rare 
bit of nostalgia that's directly connected to one of the 
band's famous members — John Lennon, Paul McCart- 
ney, George Harrison and Ringo Starr — or, in turn, is 
related to a specific historic event in the band's evolution. 

Take, for instance, two of his most-prized posses- 
sions: a t-shirt worn by John Lennon during the recording 
of his final Double Fantasy album and a well-worn and 
torn straw hat he sported while sailing to Bermuda from 
Newport, RI — a voyage which inspired Double Fantasy 
and during which he penned the bulk of the songs for the

"I've been collecting since 1964," Mr. Cushman 
said. "On February 9, 1964, 73 million people, along with 
myself, watched The Beatles on The Ed Sullivan Show, and

it transformed everyone. Nothing's ever been the same. 
Hair styles, clothing, attitudes, the way people make 
songs. Even though they broke up in 1970, they're still an 
influence today in 2008.'' 

It is the band's continued influence and popular- 
ity that make their collectibles such a hot commodity, 
according to Mr. Cushman. Although he began like so 
many others as simply a fan who collected mementos of 
his idols, he soon found that rare and unique items which 
belonged to one of the band members only increased in 
value over time — especially those related to John Len- 
non, who has been dead since 1980. 

"Anything related to John Lennon ... he's the 
iconic figure," Mr. Cushman said. "They sold a pair of his 
jeans for $12,000; one of his bathrobes for $50,000. Three 
years ago they sold his hand-written lyrics to 'All You 
Need is Love' for $1.7 million." 

Among his impressive collection, Mr. Cushman 
points to two of John Lennon's personal bath towels he 
obtained in an auction of items from his Kenwood apart- 
ment, where he lived with ex-wife Cynthia Lennon until 
1968. 

Even during the band's fledgling days when they 
first arrived in the United States, Mr. Cushman explained 
how some enterprising employees of the hotels where 
they stayed were smart enough to realize the potential 
value of things like their bedsheets and even hair clip- 
pings from their in-house barber visits. Of course, Mr.

Cushman has swatches of bed linens from several hotels 
in his collection, along with hair samples from each of the 
Beatles' mop-tops during their '60s heyday. 

"Everybody goes nuts because these are things 
they actually owned, touched, wore or stood next to,'' Mr. 
Cushman said. "I do these shows all over the country, 
and people get excited and some cry when they see these 
items. They get all worked up because for a lot of people, 
this is the closest they're going to get to The Beatles." 

Mr. Cushman fondly recalled a huge Beatles ben- 
efit show he attended in Long Island, NY where he met a 
woman who had some emotional problems and had been 
through a lot in her life. 

"She discovered The Beatles and was a big fan of 
John Lennon," Mr. Cushman said. "She was taken with 
John's straw hat. There was no one around and I took 
the hat out and let her touch it. She started crying, then 
she threw her arms around me. We've kept in touch ever 
since and she said it was one of the happiest moments in 
her life. People have a connection with (The Beatles) and 
you can do some good by bringing this to them."

Among other gems in his remarkable collection 
is a hand-written note from Paul McCartney to Sir Joseph 
Lockwood dated April 6, 1970 — four days before the 
band's break-up was announced — requesting a copy of 
his original agreement in anticipation of the legal issues to 
come; a piece of the stage from the Star Club in Hamburg, 
Germany where the band famously performed in the 
early 1960s; and a collection of books once owned by for- 
mer bassist Stuart Sutcliffe from the apartment he shared 
with John Lennon. 

Calling collecting "a happy disease'' that has 
infected his entire family, Mr. Cushman noted that his 
wife. Donna, is an avid collector of original Disney ani- 
mation drawings and film cells; his son Aaron collects 
vintage wrestling posters and ads; and his son Paul col- 
lects vintage football cards from the 1930s and 1940s. He 
also maintains that valuable collectibles are often a better 
investment than stocks and bonds and seldom lose their 
value over time. 

"The stock market keeps going down but look at 
something like one of Jimi Hendrix's original guitars that 
he lit on fire that they just sold at an auction for almost 
half a million dollars," Mr. Cushman said. 

A former drummer who used to play in a band 
known as Mad Tom throughout the Boston area, Mr. 
Cushman has been involved with countless Beatles col- 
lectible shows over the years and has also contributed 
to several Beatles books — a lifelong passion that began

Global Warming 
Earth Balloon Rotates Into Rochester 
By Robert Chiarito 

In an age when the average grade school student 
is at least as tech savvy as their parents, it is refreshing 
to know that there still things in the world that can cause 
some wonder in the eyes of young people. On Friday, 
September 5, the students of Rochester Memorial School 
were treated to an eye-opening, awe-inspiring sight as 
they entered the school's gymnasium throughout the day 
as members of the Bridgewater State College geography 
department were on hand with the Earth Balloon — a 
20-foot tall hand-painted inflatable globe stationed in the 
center of the huge room. 

There were plenty of "ooohs" and "aaahs" and 
even a few "wows" as each class took their turn explor- 
ing the world. Equal parts a work of art and a fascinating 
learning tool, the Earth Balloon is a traveling classroom 
and teaching tool designed to help inspire young people 
to study geography and become more familiar with the 
world in which they live. 

The balloon is 22 feet in diameter and 19 feet tall, 
and is made from translucent sail fabric which creates an 
effect similar to stained glass as students enter the globe's

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opening located near New Zealand in the South Pacific 
Ocean, allowing visitors to see a three-dimensional view 
of the world from inside of the earth's core. The project 
was designed on a scale of one inch equaling 30 miles, 
giving the students a sense of how much of the Earth's 
surface is covered by water, the relationship between the 
continental plates and the relationship between the vari- 
ous bodies of water and land masses. 

Traveling to Rochester Memorial School with 
the Earth Balloon were Bridgewater State College pro- 
fessor Vernon Domingo and Department Chairman Dr. 
James Hayes-Bohanan, along with veteran middle school 
geography instructor Rosalie Sokol, who is also known as 
the Map Lady.

sachusetts Geographic Alliance and works part-time at 
National Geographic, guides the students through a 20-min- 
ute trip around the world and brings students inside the 
balloon to explore the earth's surface and the relationship 
between geography and how it shapes the many cultures 
of the globe. 

"We are trying to promote geographic education 
and help students understand their connection to the rest 
of the world/' said Dr. Hayes-Bonham. He continued by 
stating, "When I was entering college, I did not know 
that geography could be taken as a major. With our ever- 
growing interconnection through a global economy, it is 
more important than ever for students to be well-versed 
in geography." 

Dr. Hayes Bonham also pointed out that geogra- 
phy is not a required subject in most high school's curric- 
ulum and that the United States lags behind many indus- 
trialized nations when it comes to geographic knowledge 
and the teaching of the subject. 

The students at Rochester Memorial School are 
lucky in that regard, as they have a member of the staff. 
Sue Keane, who teaches sixth grade at the school and also 
works part-time for the National Geographic Society. Ms. 
Keane was instrumental in bringing the Earth Balloon 
to RMS and said that she hopes other schools in the area 
will take advantage of this resource for their students. Ms. 
Keane is also the president of the Massachusetts Council 
of Social Studies.

throughout Marion over the years, but has also yielded a 
new Executive Director for the trust and effectively dem- 
onstrated how the Coalition's collaborative efforts with 
local land trusts help to fulfill its mission. 

Having worked closely for more than eight years 
to permanently protect land in Marion, the Coalition and 
SLT partnered to hire Jessica Whittaker in 2004 as the 
Marion Land Protection Coordinator. Through this posi- 
tion, Ms. Whittaker 's work was dedicated to conservation 
efforts in the town of Marion, but half her time was spent 
at the SLT and half at the CBB. That schedule allowed her 
to both become closely connected to landowners, town 
officials and SLT volunteers while in Marion and benefit 
from working with the Coalition's staff of conservation 
professionals in New Bedford. Last month, Ms. Whittaker 
was promoted to the position of Executive Director of SLT 
after assisting the two organizations accomplish major 
land deals. 

"The partnership between the Coalition and SLT 
has been very beneficial to SLT, but as time has gone on, 
Jessica's knowledge and responsibilities have greatly

Inside versus outside cats 

I have a new kitten and I am trying to decide whether to let 
him out or to keep him as an inside cat. Any thoughts? 
Cats that go outside are exposed to a multitude of dan- 
gers. These include cat fights, cars, coyotes, ticks and 
fleas, heartworms and infectious diseases such as feline 
leukemia virus and feline AIDS. 

What can I do to protect my cat if I decide to let him out? 
Cars, coyotes. Feline AIDS and other cats are best 
avoided by leaving your cat inside. Ticks and fleas can 
be controlled by applying Frontline Top Spot once a 
month. Heartworms can be prevented by using Heart- 
gard monthly and the risk of Feline Leukemia virus can 
be minimized through vaccination.

increased, and it has become time to recognize that/' said 
SLT President Chris Bryant. "I am so proud of the work 
she has done, and I am thrilled that we can reward her 
efforts." 

The joint position evolved following a land con- 
servation deal in which the Coalition assisted SLT in per- 
manently protecting the 246-acre Beaton Cranberry lands. 
The Sippican Lands Trust realized the need for a dedi- 
cated full-time staff to ramp up land conservation efforts, 
but lacked sufficient resources. The Coalition recognized 
a great opportunity to collaborate with the trust in a way 
that would benefit both organizations. 

Over the course of the following four years, Ms. 
Whittaker led the SLT's successful conservation of more 
than 520 acres of land. Most notable was the protection 
of the White Eagle property — 248 acres in the Aucoot 
Cove watershed that supports a rich diversity of habitats, 
including upland pine, mixed hardwood forest, shrub and 
wooded swamp, freshwater marsh and cranberry bogs. 
The project combined the outright purchase of the land by 
SLT with the placement of a Conservation Restriction on 
the property in cooperation with the Town of Marion. 

And in 2007, Ms. Whittaker was instrumental 
in permanently protecting 29 properties owned by the 
SLT, comprising nearly 300 acres of wetland and for- 
est through the recording of a Charitable Trust on the 
lands. Under this arrangement, the Coalition accepted the 
responsibility to aid the SLT in defending these properties 
from development in the future. 

"Now that Jessica is Executive Director of SLT, 
the partnership between the Coalition and SLT hasn't 
ended," said CBB President Mark Rasmussen. "It's be- 
come more permanent and stronger. Jessica will now sit 
on the Coalition's Bay Lands Committee and help guide 
our land conservation work in Marion and elsewhere. We

cepts yet, Mr. Bobola said they initially thought the sign 
should be about 18 feet wide and 9 feet tall. ''Although 
18 feet may sound like a large sign, it's really not on that 
site," Mr. Bobola said. 

"What Fd like to see is a little plot plan, some- 
thing that shows us where the two signs would go," 
Chairman Lombard said. "But I don't have a problem 
with either sign." 

Under the Selectmen's discussion items. Select- 
man Randall said he's been riding around town and he's 
concerned about the double utility poles in Mattapoisett. 
"We should notify NStar and have them take down the 
old poles," he said. "I understand NStar owns the poles 
and cable and telephone companies rent space on the 
poles." 

Mr. Botelho noted that they have made requests 
to NStar in the past, but he will follow-up on those inqui- 
ries. 

Selectman Randall also expressed his concern 
over the crosswalks along Route 6 which desperately need 
to be repainted. He also asked about possibly having a 
pedestrian-controlled stop light installed in the area near 
the Mattapoisett Fire Station, but the board advised this 
needs to be approved by MassHighway. As such. Police 
Chief Mary Lyons said she would contact MassHighway 
about these issues.

On a similar note, a resident recently submitted 
a request to have a crosswalk painted on Oliver Street 
where residents gain access to the public beach. 

"We're not officially opposed to the crosswalk, 
but we have some maintenance issues with it," Chief 
Lyons said.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

September 8, 2008 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, September 
8 at 6:30 pm by Chairman pro tem Dan McGaffey. Also 
present were Selectman Brad Morse and Town Adminis- 
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trator Richard LaCamera. Selectman Richard Nunes and 
Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere were not 
present for the meeting. 

The board first met in Executive Session at 6:30 
pm with representatives of SEMASS/ Covanta to discuss 
changes in their existing contract. 

Returning to Open Session at 6:55 pm, the board 
first approved the minutes of the August 25 meeting, then 
unanimously voted to approve the potential borrowing of 
up to $1 million from the Stabilization Fund, if needed, in 
the event that the next round of tax bills is not sent out in 
time. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board re- 
ceived: 

• A request from the Delk family to continue 
their Dog Hearing originally slated for September 10 to 
a later date, to be determined. According to Selectman 
McGaffey, the family has hired an attorney and they are 
not prepared to meet at this time. 

• A request of a change in license to a "long-term 
campground'' from Outdoor World. The existing facility 
only allows campers to remain onsite for up to two weeks 
at a time. This change would allow them to register camp- 
ers for extended periods of time throughout the year. 

Selectman Morse noted this change does not 
benefit the town and he has serious concerns about this 
request. He suggested scheduling a joint meeting with the 
Board of Health to discuss this further. 'T think we should

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put it in writing for the Board of Health that this is some- 
thing we wouldn't support/' Selectman Morse said. 

• A letter from Police Chief Paul Magee advising 
that he has done research into the number of unlicensed 
dogs in Rochester, and right now there are about 200 
potentially unlicensed dogs in town. 

"The Town Clerk hasn't issued any late fees ... 
and our by-laws allow us to charge late fees/' Mr. LaCam- 
era said. "We'll be meeting with the Town Clerk (later this 
month) to discuss issuing late fees." 

At 7:06 pm the board met with Sharon Hartley, 
Chairman of the Rochester Memorial School Committee, 
and Arnold Johnson, Chairman of the Rochester Memo- 
rial School Building Committee, to discuss some school is- 
sues. Ms. Hartley first wanted to praise the recent installa- 
tion work for the new windows at Memorial School. "The 
rooms look bright and clean and we hope it's going to be 
a big savings this winter," she said. "Mike Meunier did a 
great job." 

That being said, Ms. Hartley noted there contin- 
ues to be spacing constraints at the Rochester elementary 
school. "We now have 602 students at Memorial School," 
Ms. Hartley said. "It's been five years since we last ap- 
plied for state funding, and now the School Building 
Assistance (SB A) program has opened up funding again 
... and we're at the top of the list for funding. We've been 
working since last spring to resubmit an application." 

"Right now we're seeking a Project Manager," 
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Mr. Johnson said. ''We have to hire a Project Manager 
who will, in turn, hire a firm to prepare an initial design, 
which is now a requirement for SBA funding. Last week 
at our Building Committee meeting, we voted to adopt 
this document and advertise it in the Central Register. 
We're hoping to get that in on September 10. Roughly 
about ten days after that, weTl set up an informational site 
visit for any firms who are interested in coming down to 
look at the school. We're thinking about opening the bids 
sometime in mid-October." 

In order to fund this first phase of the school 
project — which Mr. Johnson estimated will cost about 
$362,500 — they are requesting a Special Town Meeting 
be scheduled for October 20 at 7:00 pm. Although the 
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town has to allocate the full cost upfront, they will be 
eligible for up to 50 percent reimbursement from the state 
on the money allocated. 

"This will result in a definitive model with sche- 
matics/' Mr. Johnson added. 

"We really have no choice, because the state 
requires us to do this preliminary design if we are seeking 
SBA funding," Mr. LaCamera said. 

"It should be pointed out that there are certain 
things at (Memorial School) that need to be addressed, 
even if we don't move forward with expansion," Mr. 
Johnson said. 

"We're in favor of supporting this for a Special 
Town Meeting on October 20," Selectman Morse agreed. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to hold a 
Special Town Meeting as requested on Monday, October 
20 at 7:00 pm at Memorial School. 

Mr. Johnson also noted the Planning Board is 
moving quickly on their latest revision to the Rochester 
Master Plan and they will be seeking five people to join 
the Master Plan Committee who are not sitting elected 
officials. Those interested should sent a letter to Town 
Planner Randall Kunz, c/o Rochester Town Hall, 1 Con- 
stitution Way, Rochester, MA 02770. 

In other matters, the board noted the next regular 
Selectmen's meetings will be held on the following Mon- 
days: September 22, October 6 and October 20.

The first applicant, Diana Knapp, currently works 
as the Payroll Clerk of the Town of Rochester. 

'T have 25 years of accounting experience in the 
private sector/' Ms. Knapp said. 'T do not have municipal 
experience, per se, but Fm a fairly quick study and I know 
the (town's) system was recently computerized." 

Noting she is familiar with the municipal soft- 
ware being used from her experience in the payroll office, 
Ms. Knapp said she is confident she can do the job with 
support from the Town Administrator and Board of 
Selectmen. She also is well-experienced with conducting 
and overseeing audits. 

The next applicant, Mellinee Capasso, recently 
moved to Plymouth from Nashua, NH. 

"One of the strengths of this position is to have a 
very strong technical base," Ms. Capasso said. "Having 
worked in a school district, we had a fiduciary respon- 
sibility for all the budgets. Although I don't have expe- 
rience with Massachusetts municipalities, I'm a quick 
learner." 

Despite not having experience with the munici- 
pal accounting software packages used in Rochester, Ms. 
Capasso said she has worked with similar accounting 
programs. She also was very involved with the budgeting 
process for schools as related to Town Meeting approval. 
She also has auditing experience, having worked as an 
auditor for some eight years. 

The final applicant, Suzanne Szyndlar, currently 
works as the full-time Town Accountant for Mattapoisett, 
is an elected member of the Rochester Board of Asses- 
sors, and has over eight years of experience in municipal 
finance. 

Since she is currently working as a Town Ac- 
countant, Ms. Szyndlar is readily familiar with all the 
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Mattapoisett Neck Sewer Project 

The Mattapoisett Neck Sewer Project is a $14,750,000 seven-year project based 
on the Comprehensive Wastewater Management Plan (CWMP) developed for 
the Town of Mattapoisett. The Water and Sewer Board estimate that there will 
be 490 connections to the sewer and the Betterment cost will be $3U000 per 
connection plus a $3000 per house connection cost. The monthly Betterment 
cost of this system will be $187, and the monthly operating cost will be $29, at a 
minimum. With heating oil costs up 81% (Boston Globe) and increases in food 
and medicine, we are forcing our elderly neighbors into a financial quagmire. 

While a sewer system for the Neck has many advantages, the economic and 
environmental cost of the system outweighs those advantages. The CWMP 
states the following: 

§ All residents in the Neck Project Area were surveyed regarding sewerage. 
Less than half of the respondents desired sewers to be installed. 

^ 450 sewer connections are assumed in the study not 490. This would 
increase the cost by nearly $2,000 per house. ($14,750,000 / 450) 

¥ The study assumes 129 lots with 101 available and buildable in 
Antassawamock. There are 84 houses and only a few buildable lots there. A 
reduction of 17 more lots from the 450 connections increases the cost to 
$34,000 per house. Similar analysis of the other study areas shows that the 
number of lots is overstated. At 400 lots, the cost becomes $37,000/houset 

♦ The CWMP dismisses new innovative sewerage systems which are 
permanent, forever, and less costly because they "are not expected to be 
used"J But they could be 1/2 the cost, more environmentally friendly, and in 
the ground in less than one year. 

§ The CWMP warns Mattapoisett that 40B housing on undeveloped tracts of 
land is a real threat because the town policy can be challenged by 40B 
regulations,^ Ask how many projects are proposed for Brant Island Road, 

i New innovative sewerage systems can be installed cheaper without the need 
for grinder pumps.

Coastal Clean-Up 

Saturday, September 20 is the Ocean Conser- 
vancy's 21st annual International Coastal Clean-Up 
(ICC) Day, and in Marion, Mattapoisett, and Wareham, 
volunteers will be picking up litter and trash along the 
shorelines. They will be part of a worldwide effort of over 
350,000 people in 70 countries — all doing the same thing 
on the same day in their home towns. 

Locally, the effort dubbed Massachusetts Coast- 
Sweep, will begin at 10:00 am, with volunteers gathering 
at Silvershell Beach in Marion. Gloves, bags, and data 
cards will be provided, as well as Ocean Conservancy 
2008 Massachusetts CoastSweep t-shirts. From there, the 
volunteers will spread out to all public beaches in the 
three towns, as well as to other areas. 

After picking up the trash, all volunteers will 
meet again at Silvershell Beach to weigh the litter and 
turn in data cards. That will be at 2:00 pm. 

Why pick up trash now? 

"Because the beaches are covered with litter 
left over from the long summer," said Peter McDonald, 



coordinator of the Massachusetts CoastSweep effort along 
the northern shores of Buzzards Bay. "Trash gets left on 
beaches by bathers and thrown overboard from boats. It's 
the best time of year to do it." 

"In addition," he noted, "some of this trash is 
dangerous to people using the beaches, as well as to the 
marine wildlife we have here. Birds get their necks caught 
in six-pack holders, fish ingest cigarette butts, and other 
wildlife gets caught in discarded ropes and nets." 

Volunteers are welcome and needed, and should 
call the CoastSweep Coordinator Peter McDonald at 508- 
748-0286, or email him at: petercmcdonald@verizon.net. 

During the 2007 CoastSweep in Massachusetts, 
1,791 volunteers came out to clean-up shorelines and 
waterways. Volunteers covered 116 miles, picking up 
121,331 debris items that weighed 17,538 pounds. Among 
ICC participants in Massachusetts were 8 divers, who 
removed 160 pounds of debris from below the water's 
surface. 

Worldwide last year, more than 378,000 volun- 
teers participated in the International Coastal Cleanup 
(ICC). These volunteers donated their time to remove 
more than six million pounds of debris from over 33,000 
miles of shoreline — approximately 182 pounds of trash 
collected per mile. 

Overall, 48 percent of the debris found in Mas- 
sachusetts originated from land-based activities such as 
picnics, festivals, sports, and days at the beach. Litter 
washed from streets, parking lots, and storm drains also 
contributed to this category of debris. Worldwide, these 
activities accounted for 58 percent of the debris collected. 

Smoking-related activities, in the form of cigarette 
filters, cigar tips, and tobacco packaging, accounted for 
40 percent of the debris found in Massachusetts. Glob- 
ally, debris from smoking-related activities made up 30 
percent of the debris collected. 

Debris items from ocean and waterway activi- 
ties — activities that originate offshore — accounted for 9 
percent of the debris found in Massachusetts. 

The "Top Ten" debris items provides a snapshot 
of the primary items found by ICC volunteers. This year 
the Top Ten accounted for 84 percent percent of all the

debris found in Massachusetts. The top three items alone 
— cigarettes, food wrappers, and caps and lids — account 
for over half of all debris in Massachusetts. Cigarettes, the 
number one item in Massachusetts, comprised over one 
quarter of the 121,000 debris items. 

The Ocean Conservancy's cleanup effort in Mas- 
sachusetts is under the auspices of the Urban Harbors 
Institute (UHI) and the Massachusetts Office of Coastal 
Zone Management (CZM). It is funded by donations from 
the general public and from organizations such as the 
Museum of Science in Boston, the New England Aquari- 
um, the Massachusetts Department of Conservation and 
Recreation, and the Massachusetts Department of Coastal 
Zone Management. 

Several corporations have also made major dona- 
tions, including Cape Cod Potato Chips, Boston Harbor 
Cruises, North Atlantic Waste Systems, Quest Diagnos- 
tics, Tronox, and Dunkin' Donuts. 

The Urban Harbors Institute at UMass Boston co- 
ordinates the Massachusetts CoastSweep program as part 
of the Ocean Conservancy's annual International Coastal 
Cleanup.

Peter enjoyed sailing with his family and in the com- 
pany of friends, initially on his sharpie Blackgauntlet, then on 
his Dovekie Ornithopter, and later on his Shearwater Relent- 
less. He was a prodigious builder of boat models, to which he 
turned on his retirement, following the sale of Edey and Duff 
in 1987. 

Peter is survived by his wife Margaret, son Ian Duff 
and wife Kathryn, daughter Jane Gleason and husband Bob, 
and five grandchildren.

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Bangkok Dangerous. Starring Nicolas Cage and Shahkrit Yam- 
narm. Directed by the Pang Brothers. Running time: 100 minutes.

Bangkok Dangerous is as dark and blue as the inside of a gun. 
It's a hit-man thriller of the Existential Crisis variety, in which an 
assassin (Nicolas Cage) is starting to feel sick of what he does so 
well. Complicating things are a venal but essentially loyal sidekick 
(Shahkrit Yamnarm), whom the assassin takes under f\is wing for 
training, and a sweet young deaf-mute pharmacist (Charlie Yeung) 
who makes the assassin — who calls himself Joe — weak in the 
knees. Also, Joe is finding it increasingly difficult to pull the plug 
on his emotions and his victims. To paraphrase a line from Grosse 
Point Blank, either he's fallen in love or he's developed a newfound 
respect for life. 

The movie, remade by the Hong Kong twin brothers Danny 
and Oxide Pang from their own 1999 thriller, is on some level banal 
and plotless. But the Pangs, along with cinematographer Decha Sri- 
mantra, give us a gloomy mood piece about being utterly alone in a 
city of nine million. The Bangkok of this movie, as filtered through 
Joe's eyes, is full of crime and people on the make, a densely packed 
steampot of sin. The only oasis is a glowing white pharmacy and the 
conveniently nonverbal angel within. Why Nicolas Cage doesn't do 
more romantic movies is a puzzlement, since he's got the soul for it. 
Joe is a beast until he meets the beauty, whereupon he opens up. 

I won't soon forget Cage's delicate work in the scene wherein 
Joe the amoral monster takes his sweetie out to dinner, attempting 
to grab a semblance of normality while it lasts. The conversation is 
limited to how hot the food is, countered by the pharmacist's offer 
of leaves to balm Joe's tongue, but Cage's yearning eyes do the 
talking for both of them. Later in the date, Joe gets to feed a banana 
to a baby elephant, and rather than giving us an insert of the cute 
animal, the Pangs keep their camera on Joe, who seems to become 



five years old for a few seconds. The plot device is all too threadbare 

— this innocent young woman is supposed to re-introduce Joe to 
his humanity. Been there, seen that. But it's not the notes, it's how 
Cage plays them. 

Other than a gory moment involving a boat propeller, the vio- 
lence is subdued, even classy. It's not meant to look cool, though 

— people won't be watching the intricate stunts and gun-fu over 
and over on the DVD, since there aren't any. Joe kills for a living; it 
is what it is. "Bad man?" asks Joe's sidekick about the latest target. 
"Bad for someone," Joe shrugs. As in Grosse Pointe Blank, we mostly 
don't know what the doomed men have done to earn a price on their 
heads, at least not until the last job, the one that gives the assassin 
pause. Bangkok Dangerous isn't anything great or original; it's a riff, 
and it's dependent almost entirely on Nicolas Cage and the way 
he has of making Joe look pained even when he's smiling (in a few 
shots he looks eerily like Andy Kaufman). 

Cage has been making choices in recent years (hello. The Wicker 
Man) that don't always make sense to the rest of us. I always get 
the feeling, though, that whatever film he does satisfies some need 
or curiosity he has at the time; it's not just for the paycheck. And 
this one finishes on a surprisingly downbeat, non-Hollywood note. 
I'm a Cage fan: your mileage may vary. But whatever its narrative 
predictability, Bangkok Dangerous proves there's still reason to stay 
interested in Cage, and in whatever he gets interested in next.
